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SHERIFF ANNOUNCES ARRESTS OF TWO IN BURGLARIES

WAUKEGAN, IL. — Lake County Sheriff Gary Dd Re today announced the arrest of two Lake
County men in connection with astring of car burglaries in the Third Lake and Graydake aress.

Arrested was George R. Olsen, 21 years of age of 1610 Brentwood in Round Lake Beach, IL, and
Jason N. Dahl, 22 years of age of 24790 West Clinton Avenue in Round Lake, IL.

The first incident charged occurred on March 25, 2003, on Lake Avenuein Third Lake, IL. Itis
aleged that Olsen entered a vehicle that was parked in the garage at that resdence and

removed $20.00 United States Currency and a credit card. The stolen credit card was then allegedly
used by Olsen to purchase avideo game system.

The second incident charged occurred April 23, 2003, on Mainsail Drivein Third Lake, IL. Itis
dleged Olsen and Dahl were responsible for entering an unlocked Jeep Cherokee parked in the driveway
and removed a citizens band (CB) radio.

Thethird incident charged occurred on April 28, 2003, on Lake Avenuein Third Lake, IL. Itis
aleged Olsen and Dahl were responsible for entering an unlocked Ford minivan parked in the driveway
and removed four gasoline credit cards.

The fourth incident charged occurred on April 29, 2003, on Seefarer Lanein Graydake, IL. Itis
aleged Olsen and Dahl entered an unlocked Honda automobile and removed a stereo system, 30
CD’s and gpproximately $3.00 United States Currency in loose change.



Both subjects have admitted their involvement in these burglaries. Theillegaly purchased video game
system and stolen citizens band radio have been recovered by investigators.

Their role in the burglaries came to light on May 1, 2003, while being questioned on other matters by
investigators from the Round Lake Beach Police Department. Investigators from the Round Lake Beach
notified the Lake County Sheriff’s Office Crimind Investigations Divison about stlatements given to

them by Olsen and Dahl.

Dahl was named in an arrest warrant, docket #03CF1630, charging him with three counts of burglary,
Class 2 fdonies. Bond was set in the amount of $20, 000.00.

Olsen was named in an arrest warrant, docket #03CF1629, charging him with four counts of burglary,
Class 2 felonies, and one count of Unlawful Use of a Credit Card, aClass 4 felony. Bond was st in
the amount of $30,000.00.
